B-G Asks Rabbi to Rule 


On Conscription of Women 


JERUSALEM (WNS)—A final showdown on the religious 
point of view on the conscription of women, and to what ex- 
tent Israel’s non-religious Government leaders will accept this 
point of view, may develop from Prime Minister Ben Gurion’s 
visit last week to the widely-revered Rabbi Korelitz, who is 
known in the world of Jewish scholarship as “The Hazon Ish.” 

Ben Gurion is understood to have asked the 90-year-old 
scholar for an authoritative, unequivocal answer to the ques- 
tion whether Jewish law unconditionally forbids Snilitary 
service for women. 

The question has plagued Israel’s political life almost 
Since the inception of the State, and the recent resignation 
from the Cabinet of two Agudat Israel leaders was ascribed 
partly to the failure of Ben Gurion and Aguda leaders to 
reach a compromise on the question. Most religious leaders, 
and perhaps the Aguda leaders too, are believed to be willing 
to accept conscription of women for civilian service under 
the aegis of the Ministry of Labor. 

The authority of Rabbi Korelitz in matters of Jewish law 
is accepted even by those circles in and outside of Israel who 
refuse to accept the authority of the Chief Rabbinate, which 
they regard as too liberal and too ready to compromise.

THE VIEWPOINT has a perfectly good case in contrasting the 
reverent treatment Catholicism receives in Hollywood, with the 
grudging mealymouthed way Jewish beliefs get mentioned on the 
screen.

gregation in Louisville seems to be drawing to a 
close. 
What used to be the largest Orthodox congre- 
gation in the South, its rabbi having left for a 
more peaceful pulpit, and torn by strife which 


; pitted friend against friend, finally voted in favor 


of mixed seating. 

By now however, not only has the rabbi de- 
parted, but over the past few years, a number of 
its members have quietly joined other congrega- 
tions. 

The end result today is much bitterness, and 
three public damage suits before the courts of 
Louisville. 


It will serve little purpose to attempt to place 
the blame. There were many errors committed by 
many people, but fundamentally the fight devel- 
oped to such bitterness and destruction because 
of the inability of the Orthodox rabbinate to grap- 
ple with the problem of mixed seating, as with 
other problems of a similar nature now disturbing 
the Orthodox community of the world. 


HE reaction to President Truman’s charge of

WHAT ORTHODOXY in the United States jx 
losing by slow attrition, no one knows.

THIS IS A JOB in education. The Jewish 
Store-owner must be advised in advance what is 
involved. If the rabbinate cannot effect this um 
derstanding, then it might be well for the Na 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council to 
launch a campaign to achieve_this end. 

A store owner who sees all about him the 
indifference to the Sabbath might with some justé 
fication wonder at the hypocrisy of some people— 
his best friends. 

Until the time comes when Jews, who really 
are the ones who have no self-respect, will find 
Some meaning in the Sabbath, the need is to im 
form the Jewish store-owners of the full import 
of Friday night opening. He then can point out to 
his non-Jewish colleagues that staying open om 
that night of the week is no different from stay

“See here, you can’t go in there!”

Not being in the habit of carrying a National Jew- 
jsh Post press card on-Simhat Tora, and so informing 
the policeman guarding the entrance to the shul of the 
Rabbi of Satmar, The Post correspondent was told: 
wwell, Press your way back into the crowd.” 

The above repartee took place at about 1:00 A. M., 
sunday morning, October 12, when thousands of Jews 
gathered from all over Williamsburg and other adja- 
cent parts of the United States to join in the Simhat 
Tora festivities with the venerated Satmarer Rebbe. 

There is no day and no night here on Simhat Tora, 

as the Rebbe, Rabbi Yoel (Reb Yoielish) Teitelbaum, of 
gatu Mare, Roumania, who arrived in the U. S. after 
World War II, and his “court” of hassidim spend the 
time until shortly after midnight at their preliminary 
devotions, followed by the ritual ablutions in a nearby 
mikva. 
Just before the Rebbe was due to arrive at the shul 
and the above conversation took place, The Post re- 
porter heard the police lieutenant barking instructions 
to the four policemen at one of the entrances to the 
shul, for the purpose of controlling the movements of 
acrowd of 12,000-odd milling the three roped-off streets 
near the shul, who were expected to become somewhat 
confused in seeking admission into a space whose ca- 
pacity is about 150 people: 

“Now, here are the only people allowed entrance 
into the synagogue. If a man wants to come in, he’s 
got to need a shave pretty badly (in addition to those 
who normally wear beards, very Orthodox Jews, partic- 
ularly hassidim, are not expected to have shaved during 
the entire week of Sukkot), or wear one of those round

Cossack fur hats (referring to a shtraimel).” 

The requisites for a woman were: “If she’s married, 
she’s got to have a white turban wrapped around her 
head. If she’s single, she must have her hair covered. 


That’s your orders.” 

Nowhere did the lieutenant say anything about 
press cards. But neither was the window at the alley 
behind the shul guarded. 

The informal singing and dancing of the “Rejoicing 
with the Tora” went on until shortly before 2:30 A. M., 
when a deafening hush filled the area. A reverent 
whisper surged through the crowd. “The Rebbe, the 
Rebbe,” and at a signal from no one, everyone started 
pushing forward to see “Reb Yoielish” arrive with his 
entourage. Head down, wearing an ornate shtraimel, 
the Rabbi of Satmar proceeded into the shul through 
a way made clear for him by the expert elbowing of his 
guard of honor of several select hassidim, and four po- 
licemen. 

The Post reporter, meanwhile, had found himself a 
select vantage on a window sill of the shul, with only 
a hand grasping the top of the window to prevent vio- 
lent discomfort to the bobbing heads below. 

Soon the preliminary prayers were said, the Tora 
Scrolls removed from the Ark and the “formal” festivi- 
ties began. 

A m’nagen, a “caller” as it were, began to sing one 
of the famous “Satmarer Nigunim” (songs of the Sat- 
mar tradition), which was quickly picked up by the 
assemblage, and the dancing began. 

The dancing was perforce of a unique type. There 
being no room to move forward, backward or sideways 
—the only place being up and down—small groups of 
two or three hassidim locked hands with their neigh- 
bors and simply danced up and down on both feet alter- 
nately, stamping time to the singing. 

The police, by this time, no longer were so diligently 
guarding the entrance to the shul, but were keeping

Taking gradually longer and more frequent springs, 
he suddenly leaped into a double-time trot. The solid 
mass of people miraculously opened up to clear the 
way for the Rebbe to march through. He continued to 
circle the room, taking sudden ecstatic leaps, as the 
devoutly and enthusiastically singing and dancing has- 
sidim continued to clear a way for him. 


Meanwhile, many small groups for blocks around 
continued their own singing and dancing, and, in the 
Simhat Tora tradition, imbibed freely of the limitless’ 
supply of soft and hard refreshments. Those who got 
a little drunk, sang and danced more enthusiastically. 
Those who got very drunk, began to feel very im- 
portant and stood up to deliver Talmudic discourses to 
all who might not have been sober enough to care. 


At 6:00 A. M. the hakafot were over, and most of 
the crowd went home for several hours of sleep before 
returning for the morning services and the resumption 
of the festivities. The more devout and more hardy 
remained at the shul for several hours of study until 
the Rebbe started the morning service at 10:30 A. M. 

By 3:30 P. M. Sunday, the streets were crowded 
again, and traffic blocked by groups singing and danc- 
ing. All homes, as is traditional, held open house 
throughout the day, and groups moved from house to 
house for some more imbibement, more singing, more 
dancing, and more drunken learned discourses. 

With the evening prayers over, everybody retired to 
recuperate, and to resume, from Genesis, the devout 
learning and practice of the “Law.”

R. Nahum Goldmann’s brilliant achievment in ar- 
DP ending the negotiations with Germany and bring- 
jng them to a successful conclusion vin7icates his claim 
to distinction as a diplomat.

THERE ARE THOSE WHO THINK that the Agency 
ought to be liquidated. This writer often sounded as if 
he advocated such a course. 


In theory, this may be the logical solution: scrap 
the Agency and divide its functions and departments 
among the Government of Israel, the local Zionist bod- 
ies and some non-Zionist organizations. 

In practice, however, this is not feasible, at least in 
the near future. 

First, because the Israel Government is not yet suf- 
ficiently well organized to carry out the liquidation in 
a thorough, systematic manner. (It is doing it piece- 
meal, in a spasmodic manner). 

Second, because the Agency has financial assets and 
obligations and legal ‘entanglements which cannot be 
resolved in a day all the more so when the Government 
is so disorganized. (Now, with the reparations, it has 
more assets and legal entanglements). 


THE THING TO DO, then, is to try to introduce 
some order into the mess. The first prerequisite is the 
pressure of public opinion. The next step is closer con- 
trol by the public bodies to which the Agency is be- 
holden.

MONTREAL, Can. — Thanks 
to the Canadian Jewish Con-. 
gress, The Jewish Chronicle 
of London again has a bound 
copy of volume one (1841-42) 
of the paper. 

During World War II, the 
Chronicle’s library, containing 
a full set of the volumes of the 
paper, was destroyed in the 
London blitz. The paper suc- 
eeeded in regaining most of 
the missing volumes from 
sources all over the world. 
The extremely rare volume one 
was one of the few still miss- 
ing. 





World Jewry 
Totals 11,672,000 


New York (WNS)—The Jew: 
ish population of the world, dis- 
tributed over 97 different coun- 
tries, totals 11,672,000, according 
to a survey made public this 
week by the World Jewish Con- 
gress. 


Three nations—the United 
States, Israel and Russia—ac- 
count for more than 70 per cent 
of the total, the survey revealed. 
The U.S. has approximately 5,- 
000,000, the Soviet Union some 2,- 
(000, and Israel 1,450,000 
China, according to the report, 
has 1,200,000 Jews. 


Breaking down Jewish popula- 
tion figures on a continental ba- 
sis, the survey reports 5,865,506 
Jews in the Americas, 3,379.657 
in Europe, 1,663,995 in Asia, 707,- 
025 in Africa and 55,845 in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, 


An interesting sidelight reveal- 
ed in the report is the Jewish 
population of Ethiopia, which is 
given, on the basis of figures 
supplied by the Jewish commun- 
ity of Addis Ababa, as 20,100. Of 
these, 20,000 are Falashas, or 
“Black Jews,” who claim descent 
from the Queen of Sheba. The 
remaining 100 constitute the 
community of the capital city.

JWB Parley Adopts 
$2,759,883 Budeet 


WASHINGTON (WNS) — A 
1953 budget of $2,759,883 was 
adopted. by the National Jewish 
Welfare Board at its national 
leadership conference here this 
week. 

The proposed budget, to be 
raised through allocation from 
local Jewish federations and wel- 
fare funds throughout the coun- 
try, provides $1,170,200 for the 
JWB’s_ services to the 150,000 
Jewish men and women in the 
U. S. armed forces, and $717,- 
575 for services to American 
Jewish communities through the 
Jewish community centers pro- 
gram. 

JWB is the national coordinat- 
ing agency in the Jewish com- 
munity center field, and the 
agency recognized by the U. S. 
Government for meeting the re- 
ligious, welfare and morale 
needs for Jewish armed forces 
personnel. Also, recruitment of 
Jewish chaplains for the armed 
forces is coordinated by the 
JWB. 





Hebrew U. Students 
Won't Pay Tuition 


JERUSALEM—Despite a threat 
that school opening would be 
delayed unless tuition fees were 
paid, the executive committee of 
the Students Union of the He- 
brew University last week voted 
to mfuse to pay the fees, which 
were raised sharply for tiie com- 
ing year to IL.100, of which 
IL.20 are for a scholarship fund. 

In rejecting the University’s de- 
mand, the Students Union said it
